So you didn’t have four or 
more hours to waitin line at 
the Apple Store to buy the 
new 10th anniversary 
iPhone X on Friday? 

Isaac Hoza arrived at 
Town Center at Boca Raton 
with a group of friends at 4 
a.m. to stand in line so you 
didn’t have to. 

In fact, Hoza and his cad- 
re waited in line not once, 
not twice, but three times to 
buy as many phones as they 
could on the first day of in- 


store availability. The limit 
was two per customer per 
transaction. 

By Saturday, Hoza ex- 
pected to have as many as 
20 of the new iPhones for 
sale on eBay and Amazon. 
He said they will fetch $200 
to $500 over the retail price 
of $999 for the 64GB model 
and $1149 for the 256GB 
version. 

Why would people be 
willing to pay so much more 
rather than wait in line 
themselves? “I have no 
idea,” Hoza replied. “My

Brian Ashley, 30, of Arizona, 
never has to change his clocks for 
daylight saving time — and only 
realizes his luck when phoning out 
of state. 

“It is when I have to call some- 
one who is not in Arizona,” he says, 
“and I think, ‘Oh God, why are they 
still doing that? ” 

It’s fall, so it’s time for our twice- 
a-year ritual — not just changing 
the clocks, but debating why we do 
it. 

Daylight saving time ends Sun- 


day, when we Floridians join other 
parts of the continental United 
States to turn back our clocks one 
hour at 2 a.m. This means we'll get 
an extra hour of sleep, more day- 
light in the mornings and nights 
that start earlier. 

The change revives the debate of 
whether daylight saving time itself 
is outdated. Just this week, Massa- 
chusetts took one step closer to 
adopting year-round daylight sav- 
ing time.

Sergeant was accused 
of abusing 5-year-old

Accused of choking a 
5-year-old boy who was 
wetting his bed, a Palm 
Beach County Sheriff’s 
sergeant told a jury Friday 
he never laid a hand on his 
girlfriend’s son. 

And after 20 minute of 
deliberations, the jury of 
four women and two men 
returned a not guilty verdict for Roger 
Aaron Kirby on two counts of child abuse. 

“I am hoping to see him back in a green 
uniform serving the citizens of Palm Beach 
County very soon,” said defense attorney 
Michael Salnick. “The nightmare is over for 
Mr. Kirby.” 

Hours earlier, Kirby repeatedly said “no” 
when asked if he ever squeezed the child’s 
neck — disputing the testimony of the boy, 
now 9, three days earlier. 

Kirby, who declined to comment on the

Show” to name one of the men he alleges 
abused him when he was young.
